Establishment of educational institutes 


1. 1912 - Idara Nazaratul Islamia (3 years under Maulana Obaid 
ullah Sindhi based on the directions of Maulana Mahmood ul 
Hassan) 


2. 1914 - Dar ul Irshad - (Established by Maulana Abul Kalam Azad - 
ended due to his frequent arrests during the pre-independence 
times) 


3. 1935-36 - Allama Iqbal was approached by Inayat Ali Khan who 
asked Allama about what could he do for education. Allama asked 
him to open an institute for graduates to teach quran. Dar ul 
Islam was formed. However, no one could be found who could 
teach the required knowledge. The office remained under use by 
Jamaat e Islam (1941-1947) 


Establishment of educational institutes
